HEAT BRINGS 
SOME LOSSES 
OF POULTRY 


Some losses of chickens and tur- 
keys on ranches of southeastern 
Tulare county during the current 
hot weather have been reported, 
and from Farm Advisor W. F. 
Roney comes the statement that 
losses have occurred generally 
throughout the county where pro- 
ducers were not equipped to meet 
the heat. 

Concerning causes of poultry 
death, Mr. Rooney points out that 
poultry are non-sweating animals, 
maintaining a high body tempera- 
| ture of 106 to 107 degrees. When 
| air temperature goes above 80 de- 
| grees, body temperature starts to 
rise and by the time air tempera- 
ture reaches 100 to 105. degrees, 
hens begin to die from the heat. 

Turkey losses have also been re- 
ported, with the larger birds ap- 
parently suffering the heaviest 


loss. Egg production in hens also | 


tends to drop during hot weather, 
according to Mr. Rooney.

irrightion investigations ‘ 
western cotton states have shown 
that there are three different 
periods of cotton growth, each of 
which should have a different type 
of irrigation, according to Farm 
Advisor Ralph Worrell. : 

‘The first period is from plant- 
ing to heavy fruiting of the cot- 
ton plants. During the early 
growth of the cotton, ample sup- 
plies of moisture should be avail- 
amle at all times in order to 
stimulate the plants into rapid 
vegetative growth and bring the 
crop along quicker. 

Until recently the opinion pre- 
vailed: that withholding water 
from cotton plants would make 
deeper and more extensive root 
systems and prove beneficial to 
the crop. However tests have 
shown that cottop plants from 
which the water was held back 
after planting took no more water 
out of the ground from a depth 
of 2 to 6 feet during late summer 
than did plants which had an 
abundance of water throughout 
the early growing period. The 
ideal situation is to permit the 
plants to never show water stress 
prior to heavy fruiting. 

Whenever the plants are set- 
ting on bolls heavily the irriga- 
tion should be reduced so that
